conscription.  If  as  he  says  the  need  is  not 
for  men  but  for  arms  for  Western  Europe,  It 
is  a production  chairman  that  should  have 
been  appointed,  not  a chicfs*of  staff  chair- 
man. If  as  he  Implies  Canada’s  part  in  the 
North  Atlantic  Pact  is  simply  to  equip 
others,  it  would  be  more  consistent  to  re- 
duce the  top  command,  not  add  to  it. 

General  Foulkes  moves  up  to  a new  post, 
comparable  to  that  occupied  by  General 
Bradley  In  the  United  States.  He  will  be 
the  military  head  of  all  three  services,  and 
General  Slmonds  will  take  over  as  chief  of 
the  anny  staff.  This  is  a wise  change  in 
Itself,  one  demanded  by  the  need  for  unity 
and  co-ordination  of  the  nation's  mllilaiy 
strength.  Yet  it  completely  seta  at  naught 
the  Prime  Minister’s  views  on  selective  na- 
tional service  TliU  new  set-up  can  only 
mean  that  greater  urgency  is  being  at- 
tached to  the  armed  forces  and  their  di- 
rection. which  contradicts  everything  the 
Prime  Minister  told  Parliament. 

The  Federal  administration  is  ln.’ing  to 
run  with  the  hare  and  hunt  with  the 
hounds.  On  one  hand  it  appeals  for  re- 
cruits by  radio,  poster  and  personal  ex- 
hortation; on  the  other  It  cites  equipment 
a.*s  the  only  obligation  due  by  Canada  to  the 
defen.slve  pact  It  signed  with  other  Atlantic 
Pact  nations.  Of  these  signatories  only  Ice- 


fence  against  aggression  when  he  avoids 
the  fundamental  basis  of  defence — man- 
power? How  can  he  warn  that  the  preven- 
tion of  aggression  calls  for  the  full  effort 
of  Canadians  when  he  stultifies  that  effort 
by  refusing  to  initiate  national  registration 
as  the  necessary  prelude  to  national 
service? 

If  he  is  unmindful  of  the  nation’s  pledged 
word  or  of  sending  Canadian  troops  to 
Europe,  liow  edn  he  Ignore  ‘the  crying  need 
of  Canada  itself?  How  can  the  defence  of 
this  country  be  procured  in  any  degree 
without  sufficient  manpower? 

Has  Mr.  SI.  I^urent  no  contac|j  with  his 
Defence  Department?  Is  he  unaware  it  has 
been  campaigning  for  months  for  recruits 
without  success?  Does  that  mean  noUdng 
to  him?  What  good  does  he  suppo.se  an  in- 
crea.sed  military  high  command  will  accom 
pllsh  without  men  In  the  ranks  to  give 
validity  to  its  existence?  Why  say  “let  us 
face  realities  " when  immediately  he  turns 
his  back  on  them? 

The  Prime  Minister  is  failing  to  measure 
up  to  his  responsibilities  as  the  head  of  this 
nation  in  a time  of  great  international 
crLsls.  What  is  imperative  at  the  moment  is 
bold.  c'onfidenL  leadership  that  will  not 
shirk  a duty  because  it  is  unpleasant.  This 
the  country  Is  not  getting.  Parliament 
should  not  allow  the  conscription  issue  to 
rest  with  Mr.  St.  Laurent’s  regrettable  at- 
titude on  this  subject.

PROVINCIAL  Agriculture  Minister 
Bowman  has  taken  a rather  negative 
attitude  towards  the  suggestion  of  an 
inquiry  into  milk,  price.s  and  controls.  He 
says  he  would  have  “no  objection”  to  an  in- 
vestigation. It  would  be  more  helpful  if 
he  would  go  all  the  way  and  undertake  to 
Institute  an  inquiry,  or  at  least  recommend 
to  the  Government  that  one  be  made.  There 
are  so  many  loufllctlng  views  as  to  what 
is  a fair  price  for  milk  to  consumers  and  as 
to  the  division  of  returns  between  producers 
and  distributors  that  some  sort  of  official 
and  Impartial  investigation  is  needed  to 
clear  the  air. 

As  matters  stand,  nobody  appears  happy 
over  the  recent  price  increase,  least  of  all 
the  producers,  who  say  the  distributors 
were  given  a disproportionate  stiare  and  are 
talking  of  applying  for  still  another  boost. 
The  farmers’  operating  costs  should  be  ex- 
amined In  relation  to  their  returns.  The 


whole  .system  of  distribution  should  be  in- 
spected to  see  if  more  economical  practices 
could  be  Introduced  to  .save  the  public 
money.  The  Government’s  control  system 
is  due  for  re-examination,  particularly  the 
status  of  the  Milk  Board  itself.  However 
conscientiously  the  controller  may  apply 
himself  to  the  problems  of  his  office  a one- 
man  board  is  in  an  Invidious  position,  ex- 
posed to  attacks  from  all  sides. 

All  these  a.ipects  of  milk  production,  de- 
livery and  control  need  to  be  looked  into. 
The  Government  took  on  the  admlnlstra- 
Unn  of  industry  as  a public  utility,  and 
now  ha.s  the  onus  to  see  that  controls  work 
fairly  and  efficiently.  With  the  Legislature 
about  to  convene  this  is  the  best  time  for  a 
thorough  revl.iion,  either  by  the  standing 
committee  on  agriculture  (which  made  an 
inconclu.sive  Inquiry  some  years  ago)  or. 
preferably,  by  a committee  of  the  House 
struck  for  the  special  purpose  of  getting  all 
the  facts  about  milk.

Sir.— The  editorial  on  runaway  lumber  prieea 
Is  very  much  to  the  point.  In  connection  with 
prices  of  all  commodities  since  price  control  was 
lifted  by  Ottawa,  it  might  be  of  Interest  to  re- 
member that  at  the  time  Cabinet  Ministers  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  business  aould  see  to  It 
that  prices  were  kept  on  a proper  level,  or  else 
eontrois  would  be  relmposed.  I leave  It  to  your 
readers  If  they  think  prices  are  now  on  a reason- 
able level  as  compared  with.  say.  1945. 

As  in  IMl  .the  Government  left  prices  to  fall 
through  the  floor  into  the  cellar,  so  today,  in 
1951,  when  they  see  prices  shooting  up  through 
the  roof  of  our  economic  structure,  they  sit 
with  folded  hands  and  leave  the  country  with- 
out any  price  stabUlaatlon. 

Last  year,  by  borrowing  $309,000,000  from  the 
banks  and  now  voting  $900,000,000  for  defence, 
they  are  aggravating  a situation  that  demands 
Immediate  safeguards.  If  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment can  five  us  an  adequate  defence  program 
without  controls  all  along  the  line,  it  will  be  a 
lour  de  foroe  worth  watching.

IONDON.— The  troubles  in  the  Par 
East  and  the  difficulties  at  Lake 
Success  have  largely  receded  In  the 
btekgroand  of  the  British  hoosewife  s 
mind  following  the  new  cut  in  the 
already  liny  British  meat  ration. 

Henceforward  each  holder  of  a ra- 
tion card  in  this  country  will  be  en- 
titled  to  purct)a.se  meal  to  the  value 
of  eightpence  or  a trifle  over  nine 
cents— each  week.  How*  the  butcher  is 
going  to  cut  eightpence  worUi  of  meat 
remains  \o  be  seen,  but  this  corre- 
spondent- who  has  received  for  some 
months  past  from  his  butcher  meat 
to  the  value  of  tenpence  every  week- 
can  testify  that  It  Is  going  to  be  a very 
scrappy  little  piece  which  can  scarcely 
provide  a single  square  meal  (or  a 
favorite  dog. 

TltU  wretched  wTekiy  allowance  of 
meat  is  no  more  than  half  the  ration 
available  during  the  worst  period  of 
the  late  war.  The  hou.wwlfc  knows,  of 
course,  that  it  will  not  feed  the  family 
and  she  tries  fur  rabbit,  fish  or  poul- 
try - but  prices  of  other  foods  rise  In 
direct  ratio  as  the  meat  raUon 
dwindles 

* * • 

This  meat  famine  goes  back  to  the 
breakdown  of  negotiations  for  beef 
with  Argentlns;  but  alUiough  a good 
deal  of  blame  can  be  put  on  the  Latin 
Americans  for  the  present  deadlock, 
the  fact  remains  ihat  Uie  BrlUsii 
housewife  who  now  has  to  pay  three 
shillings  a pound  <42  cents)  or  more 
for  such  food  as  wild  rabbit,  W’ould  not 
have  paid  much  more  than  half  this 
price  for  chilled  beef  from  Uie  Argen- 
tine If  the  British  Government  had 
accepted  the  price  asked  for  In  the 
latest  negotiations  with  Britain  by 
the  Argentine  Ambas^’ndor 
ThrougJiuut  Uiese  negollaUoas  there 
has  been  In  (hr  BrlU.iii  Government's 
attitude  an  undertone  auggeiUng 
blackmail  on  the  part  of  the  Argen- 
tine. which  very  naturally  did  not 
lend  to  sweeten  the  minds  of  the  ne- 
gotiators at  Buenos  Aires.  Blackmail 


Is  on  ugly  word  and  what  may  be  re- 
garded as  a perfectly  leglUmate  trans- 
action commercially  by  one  party  may 
be  branded  as  blackmail  by  another. 
But  It  is  not  a useful  word  to  employ 
by  a country  like  Britain,  anxious  to 
secure  vast  supplies  of  meal  In  bulk 
from  another  country  which  has  that 
meat  to  sell.

To  do  this  country  Justice.  U sup- 
ported the  Labor  Government  to  a 
considerable  extent  in  holding  out 
against  the  Argentine's  price  demands. 
.But  what  the  authorities  here  over- 
looked was  that  this  support  had  been 
given  on  the  as.sumption  that  the 
Ministry  of  Pood  would  make  efforts 
to  find  meal  elsewhere  if  the  deal 
with  Argentina  fell  through.  If  such 
efforts  were  made  they  have  been  un- 
successful, and  we  are  already  hearing 
of  cumplalnls  that  have  come  from 
New  Zealand  about  the  prices  paid 
for  frozen  lamb  under  the  bulk  con- 
tract With  thol  country. 

Strong  protests  have  also  come  from 
Denmark  about  the  low  prices  paid 
by  the  British  Government  for  Danlsli 
bacon,  butter  and  (als,  and  from  The 
Netherlands,  which  could  sell  Britain 
ba<'on.  pork,  butler  and  cheese  but 
refu.ses  to  accept  the  prices  offered  by 
the  Ministry  of  Pood.  The  same  sUua- 
lion  prevails  as  regards  Canada.  Tlie 
Ministry  of  Pood  still  refuses  to  buy 
the  meat,  bacon  and  cheese  that  u to 
be  found  In  the  Dominion  because  It 
regards  Canadian  prlcea  as  too  lilgh. 

U should  be  remembered,  however, 
that  nowadays  Britain  has  plenty  of 
dollars  with  which  to  buy  imports. 
This  matter  of  having  dollars  avail- 
able for  the  purchase  of  food  which 
is.  however,  not  bought,  is  one  of  these 
paradoxes  of  modern  conditions. 
British  living  standards  are  declining 
and  the  national  larder  is  being  emp- 
tied while  gold  reserves  arc  rising. 

Pinanclal  considerations,  however, 
do  not  greatly  interest  the  British 
housewife.  What  ahe  Teallves  is  that 
^^ltaln  tried  to  get  lough  with  the 
Argentines  and  all  Britain  got  for  her

Highways  for  the  Future

The  endnemly  sensible  view  that 
the  Trans  • Canada  Highway 
should  be  designed  and  built  "for  the 
future”  has  been  put  forward  by  the 
Federal  director  of  engineering.

ft.  will  be  readily  appreciated,  of 
course,  that  the  brash  young  science 


of  modern  road  building  still  has 
much  to  learn  and  that  current  con- 
struction cannot  actually  be  carried 
out  according  to  future  atandards 
that  do  not  yet  exist.  However,  what 
Mr.  Wardle  doqbtless  seeks  Is  elimina- 
tion of  the  lag  between  the  firm  estab- 
lishment of  up-to-date  methods  and 
standards  of  construction  and  their 
general  application. 

Such  a lag  certainly  exists,  but,  at 
the  least,  H should  not  be  allowed  In 
the  building  of  Canada's  single  reoat 
important  highway.  Changes  or  Im- 
provements, as  the  Federal  engineer 
Mid,  should  not  have  to  be  made 
almost  Immediately  after  the  highway 
Is  finished  This  is  both  troubiesome 
and  costly,  as  the  general  public,  faced 
with  an  ever-increasing  need  for  road 
reconstruction,  has  good  reason  to 
know.

If  you  are  Uie  type  of  individual

One  of  the  basic  requirements  (or 
• flremsn  is  * keen  wvwwtfy— 
wtihoui  u the  fireman  is  lost 
A rhst  with  any  officer  of  the 
Vlcimla  Fire  Department  about  the 
men  s training  Is  sure  to  get  krnund 
lo  the  phase  of  Instruction  which 
has  been  appropriately  dubbed 
"mental  torture  " 

Mention  "mental  torture"  to  a 
ronkie  fireman  and  hi't  likely  to 
turn  a *ickly  color  and  give  you  a 
weird,  glauy-eyrd  look. 

"Mental  Uirturc"  Is  the  part  of  a 
fireman's  training  In  which  he  must 
memorice  the  location  of  more  than 
1.000  fire  hydranta,  147  atreet  alarm 
boxes  and  block  numbers  of  every 
street  It  can  be  reodllv  seen  that 
"mental  torture"  is  the  perfect 
description  ot  the  course. 

IVTf  RMINARLE 
No  member  of  the  fire  department 
ever  completes  the  cnuroe.  He 
keeps  right  on  taking  instruction 
until  the  day  he  U superannuated. 
During  the  Wimer,  training  on  this 
phase  is  given  five  days  a week, 
and  no  matter  how  well  a fireman 
knows  the  subject,  he  must  continue 
to  refresh  his  mind. 

It  is  not  generally  known  that 
firemen  must  work  on  their  days 
off  to  get  to  know  the  position  of 
hvdrants,  street  numbers  and 
alarms.  A fireman  often  can  be 
ser  n strolling  down  a street, 
diagram  in  hand,  worrierily  memo- 
rixmg  all  a«i>rcG  of  the  dhtrkt 
During  ‘'mental  torture'  liutruc- 
linn,  (he  instructor  may  oAk 
"Smith,  tell  me  the  pmidon  and 
tjrpe  of  hydrants  on  Omemment 
Street  between  Bay  and  Cormorant 
StreeU." 

II  Smith  Is  up  on  this  mental 
toriure  burlnev,  he  will  know  not 
only  the  p'»attj>>ua  nf  the  hydrants 
but  also  whether  they  are  of  the 
hlgh-pres'-ure  or  low-pressure  Up**

In  tlist  area 

COLOR  G(  II)F!4 
For  the  benefit  of  the  lajman. 
hlgh-pretsure  hydrants  have  red 
“pnrG'‘  and  low-prev*ure  hydrants 
hove  orange  "ports"  'where  the 
hoses  are  hooked).  The  color  of 
the  lop  of  the  hydrant  tells  the 
fireman  whether  It  opens  rlockwisB 
or  counter-rlockwuie.  The  red  top 
Indicates  counier-clockwise  and  the 
orange  top,  clockwise 
Tho  fireman  rouvl  also  know  the 
vtreet  numbers  in  any  given  block. 
Many  Victoria  streets  are  broken 
up.  making  the  took  tougher.  For 
instance,  a street  may  run  from 
the  700  block  to  the  1500  block,  but 
may  be  epltt  in  the  middle  by  an 
open  field.  The  fireman  m'lM  know 
which  blocks  are  on  which  side,  and 
how  to  gel  there  In  the  quickest 
manner.

training  syllabus  to  confuse  the 
men.  Hydrants  anmetlracs  ore  hid- 
den by  fog.  darkness  or  snow,  so  a 
fireman  must  know  the  pusliion. 

Aniiiher  memory  test  whlcli  fire- 
men find  easier  than  the  hydrant 
nightmare  u knowing  the  position 
of  every  piece  of  equipment  on  the 
trucks.  Tlie  fireman  must  be  able 
to  lay  his  hands  on  any  piece  of 
apparatus  almost  blindfolded. 

Firemen  sLvo  get  t-j  know  Uie 
coruirucUnn  of  all  major  buildings, 
and  must  know  the  position  #3f  all 
sprinkler  system  shutoff  valves.  He 
must  also  know  the  location  of 
private  hydrants  In  mills  and  other 
industrial  centrvjt. 

Officers  and  drivers,  in  porUcu- 
lor.  have  to  know  the  quickest  way 
to  reach  a fire.  Again,  knowledge 
of  streets  pays  off.

this  training  is  Invsluoble  The 
flrrrarn  put  the  "mental  torture" 
training  to  good  use  and  It  Is  the 
householder  getimg  first-class  fire 
protection  who  gains.
